Republican candidate for vi o 
president, and Speaker Joseph Cannon 
of the national house of representa­ 
tives, were also present and delivered 
speeches. 
On the platform was seated 
a representative delegation «if the Re­ 
publican leaders of this state, headed 
by United States Senators R. A, Alger 
and J. C. Burrows. 
Senator Burrow’s 
presided 
over the afternoon 
session 
and Senator Alger was the last speaker 
of the afternoon. 
Behind the speakers’ platform rose 
a wall *»f bright-colored bunting, with 
immense pictures of John C. Fremont, 
the first Republican nominee for presi­ 
dent, and Abraham Lincoln, the first 
Republican 
to 
occupy 
the

House, fastened to it. 
Straight ahead 
and to light and left over the heads of 
the 
assembled 
multitudes, 
towered 
scores of splendid oaks, 
in the front 
rows of the audience wore nearly 1.000 
m en who voted for John C, Frem ont 
for president, some of whom had par 
ticipated in the original "Under the 
Oaks" convention, fifty years ago.

While the 
outburst which greeted the nam e of 
the former Democratic president be­ 
fore its last syllable had fallen from 
tno lips of the 
temporary chairm an 
was noteworthy in itself, it was mag­ 
nified by Contrast to the greeting a f­ 
forded the actual men who stood for 
all that has been opposed to Mr. Cleve­ 
land within the party during the past 
eight years. 
Ja n u s K. Jones of Arkansas, chair­ 
m an of the national committee, went 
onto the platform and took his seat 
unnoticed.

July 7.—The Democratic 
national convention met Wednesday, 
listened to an extended speech from 
Representative John Sharp Williams, 
its temporary chairman, appointed the 
com m ittee necessary to perfect a per­ 
m anent organization, 
ami adjourned. 
In 
a session lasting two hours 
and 
fifty minutes, 
one striking 
incident 
overshadowed all other 
proceedings. 
T h at was the enthusiastic 
aud pro­ 
longed 
cheering which 
greeted 
the 
nam e of Grover Cleveland. 
While the 
outburst which greeted the name of 
the former Democratic president be­ 
fore its last syllable had fallen from 
tne lips of the 
tem porary chairman 
was noteworthy in itself, it was mag­ 
nified by Contrast to the greeting af­ 
forded the actual men who stood for 
ail that has been opposed to Mr. Cleve­ 
land within the party during the past 
eight years. 
Jam es K. Jones of Arkansas, chair­ 
m an of the national committee, went 
onto tho platform aud took his seat 
unnoticed. 
Practically 
no 
greeting 
w as given him when he faced the con­ 
vention with gavel in hand. 
There were other 
stalw art lieuten­ 
an ts of the Nebraskan, who entered the 
hall unacclaimed and lastly, Mr. Bryan 
himself, who, for the first tim e during 
the 
two national 
campaigns, 
was 
greeted with silence. 
Eight minutes 
atte r the gavel fell the twice-named 
candidate of his party passed in the 
m ain entrance and sought his seat un­ 
heralded and 
unheeded. 
A few mo­ 
m ents later he arose and pushed his 
way to a seat nearer the aisle, where, 
standing a moment to give greetings 
to friends, he was caught sight of and 
applauded. 
But the 
m easure of ap­ 
plause wras but a ripple when compared 
to the storm 
called forth 
by Cleve­ 
land s name. 
Listening attentively to the Demo­ 
cratic doctrine laid down by Mr. Will­ 
iams, the conservatives 
found occa­ 
sion for the first dem onstration when 
reference was made to tho record of 
form er President Cleveland. 
All the 
shackled party interest which had lain 
dorm ant 
through 
the two 
national 
campaigns was released as though by 
th e touch of a trigger. 
The name of 
Cleveland was cheered from a thou­ 
sand 
throats. 
Hats, 
handkerchiefs, 
fans and arms were waved, delegates 
and spectators stood on their chairs 
and the last semblance of order was 
turned into confusion which conven­ 
tion officials were powerless to subdue. 


ATTEMPTED TO DIVERT THE 


CHEERS 
FROM 
CLEVELAND. 


- While the outburst was at its height, 


Mf. Bryan's followers 
attempted" to 
convert 
the demonstration 
into ap­ 
plause for their leader. 
The name of 
Bryan was yelled lustily, but iii vain. 
Shouting of “Grover" and "Cleveland’’ 
was renewed and the Bryan following 
was hissed. 
Tin greatest significance 
was attached to the showing made by I 
the conservatives. 
Their absolute con­ 
trol 
of the et m ention is no 
longer 
doubted, e v e n by those who have here­ 
tofore declined to be convinced. 
The 
nomination of Judge Parker for presi­ 
dent, is assured beyond any possibility 
of defeat. 
An 
incident to the 
demonstration 
was an altercation between Sergeant- 
a t-Aries John I. Martin and an over­ 
zealous man who was giving vent to 
his enthusiasm 
in a m anner 
which 
convention officials deemed offensive. 
As Chairman Williams was knocking 
splinters from his desk in an effort to 
pound the convention into order so 
that he could proceed with his address, 
Mike Padden of the New York delega­ 
tion was seen motioning delegates and 
spectators to continue their applause 
and encouraging the galleries to ignore 
the chairm an’s order for silence. 
Pad­ 
den 
resented 
interference from 
the 
sergeant-at-arms and in the end was 
ejected from the convention hall. The 
disturbance was of the rough and tum­ 
ble 
order, 
though 
no blows 
were 
struck. 
The great coliseum, where the con­ 
vention 
is being held 
is artistically 
decorated with flags, flowers, bunting 
and medallions bearing the coats of 
arm s of tile states. 
A great crowd oc­ 
cupied the seats reserved for specta­ 
tors at an early hour, but the delegates 
wa re not so promptly on hand and the 
early arrivals were prone to loiter in 
the aisles. 
The arrival of dignitaries attracted 
comparatively little attention. 
David 
p.. Hill, Tammany Leader Murphy, Mr. 
Bryan, 
Democratic members 
of the 
senate and many others prominent in 
national affairs and conspicuous before 
the country took their places in the 
hall practically 
unnoticed.

instances, there was local applause in

Mr. Bryan entered the hall first with­ 
out any recognition from the galleries.

Among the distiguished visitors on 
the platform were Mrs. Charles Mer­ 
cer Hale, daughter of Judge Parker; 
Mrs. Daniel Manning, Cidcuit Attorney 
Folk of ISL. Louis and District Attor­ 
ney Jerom e of New York, ex-Senator 
Ragan, the only surviving member of 
Jefferson Davis cabinet; Senators Ba­ 
con of Georgia, Bailey of Texas, I). R. 
Francis of Missouri and ex-Governor 
McMillin of Tennessee. 
Exactly oil the hour of noon Chair­ 
man Jones called the convention to or­ 
der. 
The call was read and prayer 
delivered.

Under President Benjamin Har­ 
rison for three years, he said, all hopes 
had well nigh vanished from the busi­ 
ness world. 
He stored the attitude of 
the Republican party on the financial 
question, declaring it had been full of 
inconsistencies and absurdities.

discussing the price of wheat during

HUO p o u l t s of res 
olute Indian, too lazy to like lugging 
boats w h ere they m ight perhaps float. 
H is bow m an w a s a w orthy mate. 
For 
glory and for case they ran the falls 
and rapids, just escaping as if by a 
miracle. 
At the bottom they hurriedly 
splashed out som e of tho w ater they 
had shipped and gravely w aited for the 
others, w ho cam e scram bling along to 
look at them. 
T he best part of that story is to come. 
Thus Miss Eckstorm tells it: 
“Then tile men all looked again at 
tin* boat that had been over S ow ad ne­ 
hunk. and they all trooped back to the 
carry end w ithout saying m uch—tw o 
full batteau crew s and Sebattis and his 
bowm an. 
T hey did not talk. 
No mail 
would have gained anything new by 
exchan gin g thoughts with his neighbor. 
“ And w hen they cam e to the tw o 
boats dryin g In the sun they looked 
one another I i i the eyes again. 
It w as 
a foregone conclusion. 
W ithout a word 
they put their galled shoulders under 
th - gunw ales, lifted the heavy batteaus 
to their places and started back across 
that carry, forty rods to the mid they 
had Just com e from. 
“W h at for? 
It w as that in his ow n 
esteem a Pi nobseot man w ill not stand 
second to any other man. 
T hey would 
not have it said that Sebattis Mitchell 
w as the only man of them w h o bad 
tried to run Sowadnelm nk falls. 
“So they put off again, six men to 
a boat, full crews, and In the stern of 
one stood Joe Attlen, w ho w a s T h o 
reau's guide, and in the bow Steve 
Stanislaus, his cousin. 
That sets the 
date 
that it w a s back In 1870—for it 
becom e the occasion for another and a 
sadder tale. 
“And they pushed out with their tw o 
boats and ran the falls. 
“But the luck that bore Sebattis s a f e ­ 
ly through w in not theirs. 
Both b..ab; 
w e r e sw a m p e d , battered on the reeks 
into kindling wood. 
T w elv e men w ere 
thrown Into the water and pounded 
and sw ash ed about am ong logs and 
rocks. 
Somh* by sw im m ing, som e by 
the aid of Sebattis and his boat, eleven 
of them got ashore, ‘a little damp.' .is 
no doubt the least exaggerative of them 
wen* w illing to admit. 
The unlucky 
tw elfth m an they [licked up later, quito 
undeniably drowned. 
And the boats 
w ere Irretrievably smashed. 
Indeed, 
that w as the part of the tale that ran­ 
kled with Sebattis w hen lie used to tell 
It. 
“ ‘Berry much she blame it us’ (that 
is, him self) ‘that tim e John Loss.’ (Al­ 
w ays til the Indian mind John Ross, 
the head contractor of the drive, w as 
the pow er that com m anded wind, logs 
and weather.) 
‘Site don’ care s<i much 
’cau se drow ned it man, ’cause sin* can 
get Plenty of men, but does o'er boats 
sh e talk 'bout berry hard.” ’

To paint a picture in ordinary oils or 
water colors, with a model to copy, is 
a difficult task enough to suit most 
p<*uplc, but to paint a picture by drop­ 
ping pinches of colored earth or sand 
on a smooth ground surface and to 
paint it f rom memory exactly as some 
other artist painted it a year or more 
ago appears even mon* difficult. Such, 
however, is tho process by which some 
tribes of American Indians reproduce 
from time to time pictures that are 
used in certain aboriginal ceremonies, 
and that are believed to be exactly 
similar to original drawings that date 
back an unknow n number of genera­ 
tions. 
In th** Peabody museum at H arvard 
university there is a colored model of 
one of these paintings th at a member 
of the museum staff had 
the good 
fortune to see in process of actual con­ 
struction, the picture b*tig used In 
a ceremony performed to cure the ill­ 
ness of two members of a small N ava­ 
jo village. 
It represents th** four rain 
gods one 
for each of th** cardinal 
points of the compass—who are shown 
coining from a southern cloud, blue in 
color, which rises in turn from a black, 
white and yellow line symbolizing the 
north, east and west. 
The god of the 
north wind is black, of th** south wind 
blue, of the w est wind yellow and of 
tin* east wind white, and each carries 
a highly decorated tobacco pouch, con­ 
taining also a raj* of the sun, with 
which he is supposed to light ids pipe. 
The combination of th** sun with the 
rain, which 
th** 
Indian Imagination 
pictured th** gods as sending, is sy m ­ 
bolized by rainbow colors, red and blue, 
decorating the tobacco hags. 
From the 
left hand of **neh figure hangs a w a te r 
bottle, a natural emblem of his office, 
while around 
tile north, west 
aud 
south sides of the picture is the rain­ 
bow, personified by a goddess. 
The sand picture, which exists from 
year to year only in the memory of 
th** medicine man, or sham an, who d i­ 
rects the m aking of it, is “d ra w n " on 
the floor of a sacred hilt especially con­ 
structed with its doorway carefully 
facing th** cast, from which direction 
the Indians believe no evil spirit need 
be expected. T h e medicine man has as 
his advisers and memory assistants 
several of tin* men of the tribe who 
have participated in many a former 
ceremony « f the kind. 
Th** actual 
“painters” arc four young men of the 
tribe, who first lay out a smooth foun­ 
dation of brow n sand and thou, s ta r t ­ 
ing in the middle, move outward in ei­ 
ther direction as th** center of the d e­ 
sign is finished. 
Each painter takes a 
pinch of sand of the necessary color 
and drops it in the proper place by 
rubbing it slowly between th u m b and 
forefinger. 
In this way, line by line, 
tin* picture comes slowly into being 
until at th** cml of several hours a tin 
ishcd “painting” about 0 by 13 feet in 
size lins been executed to th e satisfac­ 
tion of the chief medicine m an and his 
experienced advisers.
